THE PRESIDENT’S NEW TASK. 


The president, when he signed the tariff 
bill, intimated that he hoped to use suc­ 
cessfully the power of revision which con­ 
gress bestowed— or rather, imposed upon 
him in the bill. Most of his principal news­ 
paper supporters 
are 
not so optimistic. 
Thus the New York Tribune thinks that his 
efforts to eliminate inequalities and moder­ 
ate excessive rates are going to be very up­ 
setting to business. 
“The present seasonal 
uncertainties of 
tariff 
revision,’ it says, 
“will be succeeded by the uncertainties of 
all the year round revision. This change is 
hardly calculated to make importers, mer­ 
chants and domestic producers sleep more 
soundly nights/’ 
Nor is it calculated to make the president 
himself sleep more soundly. 
In the first 
place, it adds to the burden of work im­ 
posed upon the presidency which is already 
greatly overburdened. 
True, 
the 
presi­ 
dent himself will not do the major part of 
this work but will in general follow the 
suggesions of the tariff commission. 
Vet 
é his tariff revising will inevitably require 
more labor and thought than would be in­ 
volved in simply affixing his signature to 
recommendations of the commission, and 
he will certainly be made 
the 
object of 
pressure from a thousand different inter­ 
ests each seeking some change which the 
commission does not 
favor or protesting 
against one which the commission recom­ 
mends. 
All this will add, perhaps very 
heavily to the burdens of the executive, a 
Tact which is little short of lamentable be­ 
cause the duties and responsibilities of the 
presidency have grown so great that few 
píen are capable of sustaining them.

Mr. Harding’s optimism in the face of 
th is prospect is creditable to him, but this 
may not be the most serious aspect from his 
point of view. 
The so called elastic pro­ 
visions of the bill, giving the president cer­ 
tain revisionary 
powers, 
must 
result in 
shifting to his shoulders some of the re­ 
sponsibility for 
the 
consequences of the 
F ordney-M cCumber 
bill. 
If 
things 
go 
wrong, it Tould be said: 
“The president 
was given power to fix that; why didn’t he 
fix it?” 
Thus wherever the effects of the 
G. O. P.’s latest adventures in tariff mak­ 
ing are bad, an effort will be made to place 
the blame on the president. 
Possibly this 
effort may not succeed and the public may 
in most cases perceive that the blame really 
rests mainly in congress. 
But a condition 
of affairs which finds congress pointing an 
accusing finger at the president and the 
president pointing an accus'ng finger -t 
congress would hardly be favorable to Mr. 
Harding’s hopes tor a second term. 
If after the 
lapse 
of a little time the 
tariff bill is as unpopular with the masses 
of the people as most observers believe that 
it will be, Mr. Harding may look back with 
considerable sadness to the moment when 
he accepted— not quite as willingly as he 
pretends— the authority graciously grant­ 
ed to him by congress to revise the sched­ 
ules as the interests of the nation require.

A DESPICABLE CRAFT.

If there is any way by which the miscre­ 
ants who have been posing as “expert ocu­ 
lists” and securing 
thousands 
of dollars 
from their dupes can be punished they will 
richly merit any reasonable penalty that 
may be inflicted. 
No more despicable graft can be conceiv­ 
ed than.that which preys on the fears of 
victims. It 
worse than the swindle which 
appeals to cupidity, for little sympathy is 
due those who are caught in fakes of that 
kind. 
Rural sections and small towns are not, 
as a usual thing, as well supplied with spe­ 
cialists in medicine, surgery, etc., as the 
larger centers, though there is not the re­ 
motest reason for 
failing #to consult thq 
home practitioner, who can always be de­ 
pended upon to see that his patients are 
properly cared for. 
There is no excuse for entrusting the itin­ 
erant “experts,” even though some of them 
may be genuine. 
The methods of the crooks operating in 
Northwestern Missouri were revealed by a 
typical instance of this form of graft. 
A 
woman, whose eyes were in all probability 
in no need whatever of treatment, was told 
by the crool.s that she would have to have 
an “operation” that would cost $3,000. She 
applied to her banker for a loan and the in­ 
vestigation which 
followed disclosed hte 
scheme. 
The government undoubtedly will put an 
effectual stop to this worse than contempti­ 
ble graft, the obvious 
lesson 
of which is 
that the family physician or other known 
and reputable practitioner should always 
be consulted and-a wide berth given to the 
wandering “experts” who play upon the 
fears of their dupes.

Building To Be Erected 
In Washington To 
Cost Five Million. 


WASHINGTON. Sept 
39.—Have 
you ever seen the sun’s spots? Have 
you ever seen 
demonstrated 
Fou­ 
cault’s celebrated pendulum experi­ 
ment to prove the rotation 
of 
the 
earth? 
Have you ever watched the 
antics of minute infusorians swim­ 
ming in water? 
With the comple­ 
tion of the new home of the Rational 
Academy of Sciences at Washington, 
these things will be a regular part 
of the interesting exhibits open 
to 
the public. 
It is hoped to have the 
building 
completed by the fall of 1923. It will 
be located near the reecntly dedicat­ 
ed Lincoln Memorial 
and will 
be 
three stories high. 
The first floor 
wil be given over to public and mus­ 
eum purposes where many scientific 
facts will be demonstrated. The two 
uppe * floor will be devoted to offices. 
The main 
demonstration 
feature 
will be under a dome in the central 
lobby, wfhere the 
sun-spot 
pheno­ 
mena will be demonstrated. 
A coel- 
ostat telescope mounted in the dome, 
will form a large image of tho sun on 
the white surface of a circular table 
in the middle of the room. Here visi­ 
tors will see the spots on lhe sun s 
disc, changing in number and form, 
from da> to day and moving across 
the disc as the sun revolves on Its 
axis. 
* 
Foucault’s experiment demonstra­ 
tion will be embodied in a 60 foot 
pendulum swinging in 
a wrtde 
arc. 
The swinging pendulum 
will 
mark 
an invariable direction in space, and 
as the earth revolves beneath it, ro­ 
tation will be plainly shown by the 
steady change in direction 
of 
the 
pendulum’s swing over a divided arc. 
Here the pressure of light, 
earth­ 
quake action, magnetic storms, the 
gravitational pull of small masses, 
the growth of plants, living bacteria 
and other phenomena will be 
the 
subjects of other exhibits. 
In the seven exhibition rooms sur­ 
rounding the central 
rotunda, 
the 
latest results of scientific and indus­ 
trial research will be demonstrated. 
One week there may be displayed 
the latest forms of radio telephony 
and the next prehaps a set of psycho 
logical tests or a new' find of fossils 
or a series of synthetic compounds. 
The building, designed 
to 
cost 
$5,006,000, was the gift of the Carna- 
gie Corporation, provided the Acad­ 
emy of Sciences secured a suitable 
site. The ground was bought with a 
fund of $200 000 collected by dona­ 
tions throughout the country.

method was followed in order that 
every section of the nation

The ancient Romans believed in 
signs. 
When they wanted to know 
whether to do this tiling or that, they 
tried to find out “the signs.” Some 
persons looked at birds flying over 
head. Others cut up animals, to see 
what “signs” were Inside. 
Perhaps most Interesting of all was 
the custom of keeping certain chick­ 
ens and calling them sacred. If some­ 
one wanted to know if a plan would 
succeed, he tried to feed the chickens, 
If they ate heartily, It was a good 
sign. If they refused to eat, the plan 
was probably given up. 
When a Roman died, food and drink 
were placed beside his body In the 
tomb. 
Animals were sacrificed, and 
milk or wine was thrown on the 
ground.

If the relatives forgot, the soul 
was supposed to become evil and to 
bring bad luck. 
Animals were sacrificed In honor 


o f the gods, as well as for the spirits 
of men. 
Pigs, oxen, and sheep were 
the creatures most often killed. Flour 
and salt wen* sprinkled over each ani­ 
mal, Its head was covered with cloths, 
and then the priest raised a largo 
knife or an ax for the death-dealing 
Wow.

Dictionary Long Time In Making. 
For three centuries some of th# 
forem en literary men of France have 
been working at a book that Is not 
yet completed, lor, presumably, ever 
will be. 
They are the forty “im­ 
m ortals” of the French academy, and 
the book is their French dictionary. 
The French academy, says the Mentor 
magazine, was founded early in the 
Seventeenth century by a group of 
young men who wished to purify and 
embellish the language. They under­ 
took to publish a dictionary, a rhet­ 
oric, and a grammar.

POWER DIRECT FROM THE SUN 
MAN’S NEXT STEP, SAYS MARCONI 


Human control over natural for­ 
ces that will make life on this 
earth safer, easier and more en­ 
joyable; power derived direct from 
the sun; airplanes as numerous as 
automobiles and no need to work 
more than a mere fraction of sach 
day to earn a living-—that is what 
the world is coming to, according 
to Guglielmo Marconi, Inventor of 
the wireless. 
The 
great miracle-m^ker pic­ 
tures the possibilities of the next 
half-century in an interview which 
Allen L. Benson reports in the 
October number of Hearst* J Inter­ 
national Magasine. 
Marconi believes not only that 
the world will be transformed with­ 
in the next fifty years, but that 
until the end of time, in *ntion and 
discovery will shower benefits up­ 
on the human race at a constantly 
increasing speed. 
Recent achievements in the field 
of scientific invention, Marconi told 
Mr. Benson, will seem insignificant 
in comparison with what the next 
half century will produce. 
áIt is inevitable that this will 
be so,” he predicts. 
“We have 
more knowledge of natural laws 
now than ever before and we are 
searching for mofe knowledge to­ 
day as never before.” 
“We are just entering what may 
be called the field of vibrations, a 
field in which we may find more 
wonders than the mind can now 
conceive,” be 
added. 
“We 
learning that what once appeared 
to be the great forces t * nature 
are not, in the real Bense, great at 
all. 
“An earthquake, the tides, winds, 
even a tempest, these modem man 
finds more impressive than poten­ 
tial.” 
“Scientists are now beginning to 
realize that the really great forces 
with which we may deal,” the in­ 
ventor went on, “are locked up In 
Vibrations so gentle that we can­ 
not feel them, though wo can feel 
a summer sephyr as it blows upon 
our cheeks. Wireless Is the only de­ 
vice ever made by man that can 
carry around the world a sound 
created by a human being. 
If all 
the explosives in America were to 
be exploded in New York, the 
sound could not be heard in Eng­ 
land.

III. The Child Jesua Growing (vv# 
40 52). 
Jesus Christ was divine, but His 
deity did not Interfere with His devel­ 
opment as a human being. The proc­ 
esses of his physical, mental and spir­ 
itual growth were the same as thois 
of any normal human being. 
1. Jesus Tarrying Behind at Jerusa­ 
lem (vv. 40-43). At the age of twelve 
years a Jewish child took his place as 
a worshiper in the temple, for he was 
considered a “child of the law.** Being 
conscious of His mission when Hit 
mother and Joseph were returning 
from attendance at the Passover, Jesus 
tarried behind to enter the temple and 
Inquire into the meaning of the ordi­ 
nances of God'* house. 
2. Jesus Found In the Temple (vv. 
44-47), When His mother and Joseph 
had gone some distance on their jour­ 
ney they perceived that Jesus was 
missing and sought for Him among 
their kinsfolk and acquaintances. Not 
finding Him there they returned to 
Jerusalem, where they found Him in 
the temple. 
(1) He was “sitting” (▼. 
46), showing that He was no passing 
visitor or sightseer. He was perfectly 
at home In His Father’s house.

suffused by the Holy Spirit.

STARFISH 
HAS 
MANY 
FEET 


Cover the Underside of 
Each Arm 
and Are Withdrawn Inside 
Skin When He Rests. 


The starfish is one of the commonest 
of seashore creatures. 
If you pick 
one out of his pool and place him in a 
vessel full of salt water, you will soon 
find that he is beginning to walk. The 
underside of each arm is covered with 
an immense number of tiny feet 
When the starfish is at rest all these 
feet are drawn up inside his skin, but 
as soon as he wants to move he 
pushes them out In all directions. Each 
of them has a little sucker at its end. 
He makes very good use of these 
suckers when he comes across his 
favorite food, an oyster, or some other 
shell fish. 
He climbs onto the shell 
and entwines his arms around it. 
Every sucker takes a firm hold, and 
then he begins to pull. 
The oyster 
pulls against him. but usually the 
starfish manages in the end to make 
him open his shell a fraction of an 
Inch. 
As soon as this happens, he 
squirts into the shell a quantity of
